Loss of Amphion Regarded in 
London as Misfortune 
of War 


BELGIANS AND FRENCH

Paris, Aug. 8.—It is officially announced to-day that British troops under the dL 
rection of French officers are disembarking on French soil. The point of disembark¬ 
ation i3 not revealed. . 

The disembarkation was witnessed by a crowd that cheered the Britishers. 

Battle at Leige is Continuing. 

Brussels, Aug. 8, via Paris—The newspapers are assured from official sources that 
no decision has been reached with regard to the request of the Germans for an armis¬ 
tice, and moreover that the battle at Liege is continuing. 

Brussels, Aug. 8, via London, 2 a.m.—Soldiers returning here report that the 
trenches around Liege are literally filled with the bodies of Germans. In some places 
the bodies are piled four and five deep. 

Unquestioned Moral Victory for Belgians. 

Paris, Aug. 8.—It is officially announced that the forts at Liege continue to hold 
out. The Germans who entered the city evacuated it Friday because of the arrival of 
the Belgian division, which had come to the rescue. 

The evacuation was without military significance, as the forts command the 
routes and railroads.

Washington, Aug. 8.—The com¬ 
mandant of the Mare Island navy yard 
late yesterday w'as instructed by Sec¬ 
retory Daniels to allow the Canadian 
cruiser Rainbow to take on enough 
coal at San Francisco for a voyage to 
Esqulmalt, B. C., the nearest Canadian 
port The neutrality laws permit this 
but require that the Rainbow must 
leave San Francisco within 24 hours 
aftqr coaling, and not put Into an 
American port again for three months.

London, Aug. 8.—The Times nays: 
“The public muat not expect a naval 
battle or u decisive naval action im¬ 
mediately, since in all likelihood Ad- 
rnirul von Tlrpltz may decide that the 
time lias not yet arrived for the Ger¬ 
man fleet to challenge to a trial of 
strength. 

•T’nlesa the teachers of modern naval 
strategy are mistaken, It should he the 
object of Germany to begin by a suc¬ 
cession of attempts to reduce the Brit¬ 
ish preponderance In material strength. 

“What We have been led to expect 
under such conditions Is a kind of pre¬ 
liminary warfare between torpedo craft 
and similar auxiliaries on both sides. 

| “On the other hand, It Is equally pos¬ 
sible that two causes—the pressure of 
public opinion In Germany and the 
natural desire of any young navy to 
prove Itself—may have their effect. 

“When they begin to feel the effect 
of maritime strangulation the German 
people will surely want some use to be 
made of their ships. 


Ottawa, Aug. 8.—The Canadian army 
division will consist of three brigades 
of four battalions each. There will be 
12,000 Infantry. The artillery wlU con¬ 
sist of 72 guns, with 3,000 artillerymen. 
Five hundred cavalry will probably be 
Included, and the remainder will be 
made up of army service and army 
medical men, numbering nearly 1,000, 
engineers, guides and signallers. The 
Canadian troops will go not for gar¬ 
rison duty, but to assist Great Bri¬ 
tain's expeditionary force on the con¬ 
tinent, In tho forefront of the battle. 
Such is tho expectation In hcadquar- 
i ters here. It Is of course In the dis¬ 
cretion of the imperial authorities to 
dispose of the men as they see fit, but 
tho offer was for an expeditionary 
force and it was accepted as such. 
There will be no lack of steamers to 
transport the troops and a convoy of 
British cruisers will had them across 
the Atlantic. 

It Is expected that the Canadian 
army division for service with tho 
British ’troops on the continent will 
sail with sealed orders In three weeks' 
time on the transports provided for 
them. Tho receipt of Britain's mes¬ 
sage of acceptance has cleared all 
doubt as to men “being needed. Re¬ 
cruiting commenced at all points yes¬ 
terday, and the wheels will be rolling 
on all the railways bringing men to 
Quebec to the big training grounds ut 
Vaieartier at an early date. Tho rall- 
[ way companies are making prepara¬ 
tions for troop trains to carry them 
down. Twenty-five thousand men wlM 
bo taken tQ Vaieartier, though only 
21,000 will be sent. On the 200 targets 
now In progress of erection, shooting 
practice will bo carried on for about 
a week. Four thousand will be. weed¬ 
ed out and then will probably be sent 
to Halifax or distributed among the 
garrisons on the coast. It Is the In- 
| tentlon that tho army division which 
Canada sends shall be composed of 
the finest men which Canada has. In 
addition to the big force the Dominion 
proposes to mobilize and equip, New 
Brunswick and Manitoba have offered 
to raise a regiment of 1,000 men and 
to equip them at their own expense. 
The city of Calgary has offered to 
provide at Its own expense a squadron 
[of 500 men. It ts expected these will 


Belgrade, Aug. 8.—Six regiments of 
Austrian artillery opened Are on the 
Servians yesterday near Obrenovatz, 
on the river^Save, to the west of Bel¬ 
grade. Tile ^Servian gu»A^-quickly 
silenced the Austrians, who abandoned 
two damaged glim*. 

The bombardment of Belgrade by the 
Austrians, whlt4> began without notice 
on July 29 has continued almost stead¬ 
ily since. The capital was crowded with 
women and children when the Aus¬ 
trian artillery opened flro and there 
was a rush for the country, but the 
people were obliged to return because 
of the concentration of food supplies 
here. In tho first few days the populace 
wns terror-stricken, but gradually be¬ 
came calmer and the merchants re¬ 
opened their shops. 

i The royal palace and British legation 
ami most of the larger buildings of the 
city have been struck by shells. 

The legations and consulates nro fill¬ 
ed with frightened nationals who had 
gathered at the buildings In the hope 
that tho neutral flag would be respected 
by the Austrians.

I Paris, Aug. 8.—An official communi¬ 
cation Issued by the French war olflee 
yesterday says the resistance offered 
to the Germans by the forts of Liege 
continues, according to the latent ad¬ 
vices. The fighting Ih of the most seri¬ 
ous nature, lip to the present the ad- 
\antage has lain with the Belgians, 
40,000 of whom are holding in check’ 
several German army corps. Several 
thousand Germans have been killed or 
wounded or taken prisoners. 

An official of the war office explain¬ 
ed the operations around Liege. He 
said there were twelve forts, six on 
each bank of the river as well as the 
highway and the railroad to Namur, 
and crosses lire with Forts llollogne 
and Boncelles. Fort Hollogne sweeps 
the slope of Ans and the railroad to 
Saint Trond with the highway from 
llollogne to Geer and the Brussels 
railroad, and crosses fire with the guns 
of Forts Flenialle and Loncln. 

Fort Loncln commands the railway 
to Saint Felnd and the roads from 
Longres and Hollonge. Its fire crosses 
that of the forts Hollogne and Lancin. 
Nine other forts form a circular chain 
each crossing the fire of the ones on 
cither side of It. They were built 23 
years ago and their function Is to pre¬ 
vent an enemy passing the river, 
Meuse. 

“The principal weakness of the | 
forts,’* continues the report, “is that 
they cannot see each other, w hlch fa¬ 
cilitates the entrance of the enemy 
Into the city." 

HINDUS SURMISE THAT

THE KAISER’S WORK.

The 
British public know that In a contest 
with the second largest navy in’ the 1 
world their licet will sustain consider¬ 
able losses, so there would be no object 
gained on the part of the admiralty in 
concealing anything. Fntil the admir¬ 
alty makes a formal announcement of 
the results of engagements the public 
will do well to dismiss sensational 
rumors of victories or reverses as un¬ 
worthy or belie'. We observe that the 
Honorable Walter Runciman in the 
House of Commons to-day strongly 
condemned the circulation of stories 
of this kind. Th e Times has decided t" 
refrain from bulletining anything in 
this connection which has no credible 
(source. 

British troops arc being landed 
Belgium to oo-operate with the Belgian 
and Frcncn armies now operating 
there. French forces have entered the 
province of ^Kate. prcli/ujnary, par? 
haps, to a general invasion as soon as 
Russia is ready to strike on the eastern 
frontier. 

A situation which must be very irri¬ 
tating to Germany has arisen in the 
Mediterranean. Austria has refused to 
allow her ships to join with those of 
Germany against the fleets of Britain 
and France.* Austria is still on friend¬ 
ly terms with both Great Britain and 
France; her ambassadors are still at 
their posts. Austria’s quarrel Is with 
Russia and Servla, and not with any 
other power. Germany, on the other 
hand, has succeeded in embroiling her- 
eelf with Great Britain, France, Bel¬ 
gium, ami possibly Portugal, Japan and 
Italy. 

French cavalry is said to have arriv¬ 
ed at Liege, where masses of German 
troops are reported moving forward to 
support the strong advance guard 
which was checked by the Belgians, ■ 
and according to reports from Belgian 
sources, lost 25,000 men in killed, 
wounded and prisoners. The German 
war office declares the German check 
not a defeat but the result of an heroic 
attempt of a small German force to 
advance In the fact of difficulties. 

French and German troops are said 
to have come Into contact in Luxem¬ 
burg, where several German army 
corps are supposed to have concen¬ 
trated. 

Portugal has decided to act as an 
ally of Great Britain under the terms 
of an old treaty by which n must 
supply 10,000 men. 

A French newspaper dispatch re¬ 
ports the sinking of the German 


to arouse political antagonism. For 
that reason we refrain from making 
extended comment upon the extraor¬ 
dinary circumstance which led up to 
the paragraph to which our coni' m- 
porary in extravagant language takes 
exception, the publication and dis¬ 
tribution qf . a poster advertising 
the means being taken to en¬ 
sure the protection of this port.

< lreumstance in our own columns. If 
our brief paragraph the other day 
prevents a repetition of dangerous 
nonsense of this kind we shall la- 
abundantly satisfied. After the war 
over, and we all pray it may be ( 
soon, the morning paper can resurrect I 
ts blarney stone. Sir Richard Mc¬ 
Bride knows that in whatever steps he 
may be able to lake as first minister 
of the province to safeguard Its inter- 
s-ts in the present circumstances he 
lias the support of all its citizens with- 
regard to political divisions, but 
the Uss prominence given to them the 
better.

It Is quite apparent that the magni 
ficent resistance of the Belgians lo tin 
German advance at Liege was not on 
the German strategical guide book. 
The fact that Von Moltke has been 
compelled to dispatch heavy reinforce¬ 
ments to this point proves that the 
perfect plans" which contemplated 
the crushing of France through Bel¬ 
gium In a few weeks had overlooked 
some very important details. The 
Kaisc-ris strategists seerped to Imagine 
that the enemy would accommodate 
Its campaign precisely to the thumb 
rules of,their own military machinery, 
that it would permit Itself to be 
slaughtered, or would un away 
soon as it saw the German troops, in 
traditional close formation, bearing 
down upon them. 

Had they forgotten Sedan and 
Gravelotte It might have occurred to 
them that the Belgians would light to 
the last gasp-for their country; that 
behind Belgium 1 h a superbly united 
and intensely patriotic France, which 
has been preparing, with a skill, un¬ 
surpassed in all the world, for just 
such on emergency as this. The check 
with enormous losses sustained by the 
Germans at Liege is a severe blow to 
the prestige of their army. It proves 
that their methods are faulty and that 
all their carefully laid arrangements 
can be dislocated by unexpected re¬ 
sistance in tlie shape of well directed 
artillery fire. 

Military authorities all over the 
world ore surprised that the Belgians

Approximately 440 men were enroll¬ 
ed yesterday as volunteers from Vic¬ 
toria for the ('anndiaft contingent to 
Europe. Contrary to Intention, the 
numes will be wired to Ottawa, not 
mailed, and the lists will be open until 
Tuesday, August 11, as the rolls must 
be in the hands of the adjutant-general 
by August 12. 

Some 100 men and six or seven offi¬ 
cers of the 5th regiment volunteered. 
Approximately 200 members of the 50th 
volunteered, and among these (***e 15 
officers. A roll of 122 names from the 
88 th Fusiliers was sent away last night 
by Major Byng Hall, but by no means 
all the members of the regiment had 
an opportunity to sign the roll. 

The medical examinations were very 
strict, and fully 100 men failed to pass 
It. Some because of tender feet, bad 
teeth, cigarette heart and other slight 
ailments were refused admission to the 
contingent, but were permitted to en¬ 
list for home defence. Altogether there 
were about 100 new recruits In all the 
regiments who succeeded in passing all 
U sts.

It 
was here that the women played their 
part with devotion ami courage. They 
could look forward to the needs of the 
brave men who might be disubled at 
the front The hospital ship would 
bring comfort to these men. and. per¬ 
haps to the enemy—for this was a 
war between civilized, not barbaric 
peoples.

corps and where they will receive instructions. Those Frenchmen who 
arc subject to the order of mobilization and who find themselves In the 
position Just referred to will await before leaving for Montreal another 
advice which will be shortly published in the newspapers by the Con¬ 
sular Authority. 

Under the present circumstances when the very existence of the 
nation is at stake there is no doubt that every Frenchman will do his 
duty.

W* 
have all seen at the circus nn n or 
women entering fearlessly the cages 
of lions and tigers, and sometinu s 
Hulking them go through a series of 
tricks. They perform their tasks be- 
cause they know ttyit they will bo 
beaten if they fall.

When . City Solicitor Robinson re¬ 
turns next week It is understood that 
the telephone conduit question will 
again be taken up, as the counsel to 
whom the city's case has been submit- 
t<d requires some additional Informa¬ 
tion before giving his opinion on the 
agreements between the city and the 
R C. Telephone company. The nuture 
of the agreement between the company 
and the city Is particularly in question, 
as no dispute arises as to the powers 
of the city to enter into an agreement 
with the company, but there does, In 
view of his letter, seem to be some dis¬ 
pute as to the reverse situation when 
the company contracted with the city. 

It Is expected that the tenders will 
shortly be Invited for the city Jail, as 
the council has already Instructed the 
architect to call for tenders, and as the 
money Is available, there need to be 
no delay In this regard, It being one 
of tflte few wo/ks which can be put In 
harp without the sale of further de¬ 
bentures. 

From the opinion of the mayor to¬ 
day It does not seem that there is any 
probability of the city closing down 
any existing public works, there being 
about 800 to & 0 U men engaged in water¬ 
works, sewers, and paving. The man¬ 
ager of the bunk of British North 
America did, however, Inform Aider- 
man Porter this week when he met 
him in conjunction with the city comp¬ 
troller that the council would be well 
advised not to commence new works 
and to curtail street works if possible. 
The council has decided not to ini¬ 
tiate any more paving, so that the 
warning will not have any material 
result. 

This policy of economy on which all 
public bodies have entered has result¬ 
ed in the presentation of a list of civic 
works costing some $113,000, which It 
Is believed may be cut down on exam¬ 
ination, and this question will be re¬ 
ported upon by the various committees 1 
at the next council session. So far as 
the paving plant vote is concerned, the 
Initiative in delaying delivery has been 
taken by the company which will pro¬ 
vide the equipment, It having asked to 
have delivery postponed for some 
months. 

The finance committee has to report 
to the council on Monday on the terms 
to be given men -who proceed to the 
front. Beyond the matters mentioned

The water In the Dead sea. and Jordon 
valley stood at one time 1,400 feet 
higher than now, bo that a lake ex¬ 
tended from Lake Mermon southward 
through the valley of the Jordan and 
the Dead sea, and 26 or 30 miles be¬ 
yond, This was during the glacial 
period w-hen the rainfall was greater 
and the evaporation less than now. 
On the passing away of these condi¬ 
tions the lake was gradually dried up 
to Its present dimensions. But mean¬ 
while the streams coming in from 
every side had deposited a hundred 
feet or more of sediment over the 
Jordan valley, leaving It in much the 
condition In which an old mill pond Is 
found when the water Is first drawn 
off. In the vicinity of Jericho the 
valley covered with this deposit la 
about 16 miles wide. 

The River Jordan has cut a channel 
through this unconsolidated sediment 
about 100 feet deep. This channel is 
now on an average about a quarter of 
a mile wide, with a flood plain which 
is annually overflowed by water, ex¬ 
tending to the high banks. As this 
inner gorge is being constantly* en¬ 
larged by the erosion of the stream It 
must have been much narrower 3,000 
years ago than It Is now. The condi¬ 
tions, therefore, make It very easy at 
certain points for u landslide to occur 
which should temporarily dam the 
stream and produce exactly the succes¬ 
sion of events described In the Bible. 
There Is an Arabic account of a similar 
interruption In the flow of the Jordan 
26 miles above Damieh, in A. D. 1276. 
Not more than 200 years ago the Co¬ 
lumbia river In Oregon was dammed 
up at the Cascades by an Immense

It makes them all better pro¬ 
ducers. larger contributors to their own 
welfare and that of others. Obedience 
to its teaching means providence, tem¬ 
perance. industry—all the elements of 
character that takes men out of the 
"bread line" and puts them In the class 
of the self-respecting and self-depen¬ 
dent.

was one of the bravest and most daring 
of the many explorer’s who have In¬ 
vaded the northern wilderness, and he 
has been called "the father of Arctic 
exploration." Bate in 1770, Hearne, at 
tile head of a little band of Indians, 
plunged Into the untrodden, forests to 
begin his search for the distant "Metal 
river" of aboriginal legend. In the fol¬ 
lowing June, after trawling hundreds 
of miles In canoes and on foot, he dis¬ 
covered the Coppermine river, and 
traced It to Its mouth In the Arctic 
ocean. He was the first white man to 
gaze out upon the Ice floes and green 
waters of that northern sea. Hearne 
wtts also tin* discoverer of Great Slave 
lake and traveled through a large part 
of the country west of Hudson buy, 
where white man hud never been be¬ 
fore. He found that a vast region, and 
not a narrow strip of land, ns had been 
(supposed, lay between the Atlantic and 
the Pacific. Hearne claimed this wide 
'stretch of country for England, and 
built Fort Churchill in an attempt to 
hold It. The French, however, claimed 
tlie territory, and on August 8, 1782, 
Hearne und his little company of two- 
score men were surprised by 4f)0 
'marines from the French nmn-o’-war 
La Sceptre. Outnumbered ten to one, 
there was nothing for Hearne to do 
but surrender the fort. It Is related 
that lieu rue's redskin ally. Chief Ma- 
tonubbee, was so stricken with grief 
that he went into the forest and com¬ 
mitted suicide. Hearne was held pri¬ 
soner for u little while, and on his re¬ 
lease he returned to England, where he 
died ten years, later, at the age of 
forty-eight. His story of his Canadian 
career Is one of tlje most wonderful 
works of Its kind ever written.

Infantry-Woefully Exposed. 

, "The trenches dug by the infantry 
would have afforded no protection, and 
in many cases attracted the eye of the 
opposite side to the lines of defense. 
Twice we saw’ the defense place their 
Infantry In ..tiers, one above the other, 
In sucli manner that those in the front 
or lower lines on the slope of the hill 
would surely have been seriously af¬ 
fected by the fire over their heads from 
behind.

tlcal use of the revolver is apparently 
not recognized.

; lancers. It seems the most awkward 
Implement that could be devised for 
modern war, yet It must be admitted 
that cavalry without lances would be 
at a disadvantage operating against 
cavalry provided with these arms. The 
poor trooper 1 b constantly nursing 
that lance; he must carry it carefully; 
must not let It get In the way of his 
comrades; must stick It In soft ground 
before dismounting, and must pull It 
out of the ground after mounting.

an extended tour he made of Europe, 
in tlie course of which he studied the 
armies of most of the leading powers. 
Unfortunately he rlld not visit Russlu 
und AustrlH, and so it Is that the 
great military organizations of those 
two nations do not figure in his narra¬ 
tive. The German. French, Italian and 
British armies, however. nr«> described, 
and as those four powers are aligned I 
ip the present European mixup. what 
Major Lunghorne lias to say of them 
is of timely interest. 

Major Langhorne whs not the attache 
at Berlin when he wrote his observa¬ 
tions, but whs an aide on ttie staff of 
Major-General Leonard Wood, then re-1 
turning from the Philippines to as -1 
sume command of the army as the! 
chief of staff. In this article, which is 
reproduced by permission of the Mili¬ 
tary Service Institution on Governors 
Island. Major Langhorne tells of the 
German, French. British and Italian 
armies, and of the German first. 

Kaiser at Manoeuvres. 

"The Imperial German manoeuvres." 
says Major Langhorne. "were held in 
Alsace-Lorraine, and therefore the 
‘crack’ corps of Metz and along the 
frontier took part. A few days preced¬ 
ing the grand manoeuvres the kaiser 
reviewed the troops in Strassburg. The 
Germans linve since 1871 spent large 
sums of money in building handsomo 
public edifices, opening up fine forts 
and erecting statues in Alsace-Lor¬ 
raine. They have endeavored to Ger¬ 
manize them completely. All streets 
and towns have German names, and 
German Is Insisted upon In the schools. 
Children can be registered at baptism 
only with German names. Thus every 
effort is made to create a spirit of loy¬ 
alty to Germany. 

"The general Idea of the manoeuvres 
was the advance of a hostile red army 
from the frontier north of Metz, rpet 
and repulsed by a blue army hastily 
concentrated from Strassburg and 
vicinity, reinforced by. the Third Ba¬ 
varian army corps. 

"No daily time limit was put on the 
movements of the troops, though they 
could be stopped at any moment by a 
signal' 1 ' from the balloon marking the 
emperor's position on the field. 

“The' foreign officers Invited to at¬ 
tend were assembled at Saarbrucken- 
St. Johann, where the first shot of the 
Franco-German war was fired in 1870. 
Some three miles to the south were the 
heights of Splchem. where one French 
division withstood the attack of one or 
two German army corps, killed 7,000 
with a loss of 2,000, and then escaped. 

Ride Into "Enemy’s" Lines. 

"The two armies play the game ac¬ 
cording to rule, but apparently with an 
entire lack of individual responsibility. 
The whole spectacle seemed much pre r 
arranged. The cavalry screens covered

• hroughout the- South African war, 
where he won the distinguished ser¬ 
vice order, was member of parlia¬ 
ment and sheriff for Hull prior to his 
recession to the peerage on his fatli- 

• r’s death,, and is married to l*ady 
Marjorie Carrington, daughter of the 
Marquis of Lincolnshire. His very 

' pretty .‘■•if'ters are the Countess of 
Chesterliedd, Mrs. Guy Fairfax, Mrs. 
Eric Chaplin, and 'Lady Cowley, w’ho 
laving been parted by the divorce 
•ourt, in turn from Sir Charles Har- 

• ourt, and from Lord Cowley, is now 
about to contract a thin! marriage. 

Lord Nunburnholme. owes the for¬ 
tunes of his family to his grandfather, 
Thomas Wilson, who in 1836 founded 
the firm of shipowners bearing his 
name, with one small vessel. While In 
those days the dockage of Hull com¬ 
prised less than three acres, to-day 
there are some 200 acres, most of 
which, if indeed not all, owe their ex¬ 
istence to the Wilsons, whose fleet 
numbers considerably over a hundred 
splendid ocean liners, with ^ tonnage 
of over a quarter of a million. 

Old T.homas Wilson had two sons. 
Charles, who made his home at War¬ 
ier Priory, in Yorkshire, and Arthur, 
who^owned Tranby Croft t The latter 
place was the scene of the baccarat 
scandal, which created so great a sen¬ 
sation twenty-three years ago, result¬ 
ing in the social extinction of the 
titled bearer of an ancient Bcnttish 
name, married to a wealthy and 
harming New York woman. It was 
because of tills baccarat scandal, with 
which the name of Tranby Croft will 
tiways he aasdciiited. that Charles 
Wilson, raised to the peerage as Lord 
Nunburnholme, refused to permit 
arils to be played under Ids roof at 
Warter Priory, and why he ilk* wise 
tlways declined to countenance horse- 

• aclnjr, on account of the evils of bet- 
Tlng and the consequent suffering of 
vivos ami children. Having more than 
ten thousand men in his employ, and. 
the Doncaster race-course within easy 
distance, he spoke with knowledge 
tbout the matter. 

The late Lord Nunhurnholme was 
so much attached to WarteiJ Priory, 
i country seat and estate which lie 
•turchased from Lo~d Muncaster, anil 
■"amous for itp hospitality and for its 
shooting, that he insisted on being 
buried not merely in the grounds but 
actually within the gardens of the 
Priory. It is owing to his insistence 
hat lie should lie burled at one par- 
icular spot, situated In the centre of 
he laiwjj of the Italian garden, that 
neither his widow, nor' yet his chil- 
iren, can gaze out Into the grounds 
rom one entire side of house, 

without having before their eyes the 
rrave of the late peer, to whom they 
vere deeply attached. Under the cir- 
uinstances, it is not astonishing that 
the present Lord Nunburnholme 
should prefer to make his country 
iome at Ferriby hall, near Brough, 
n Yorkshire, rather than take over 
he Warter Priory estate, which he 
has abandoned to his mother for the 
•emainder of her life. 

Fortunately burial In gardens are 
relatively ran There are only three 
or four instances thereof that T can 
-ecall In England. Thus. Sir William 
Temple, the friend and patron of T)ean 
Swift, author of “Gulliver’s Travels,” 
was most anxious that his body should 
rest in his garden at Moor Park, his 
beautiful home near Farnhttn. in 
Surrey. Sir William's dying request 
was not fulfilled In its entirety For 
only Ills heart is buried beneath the 
•Id sundial which Is still one of the 
'eaturea of the lovely old garden, while 
he remainder of his body rests beside 
that of his wife in Westminster Abbey. 

Swift. It may he remembered, was 
m the employ of Sir William Temple, 
as his secretary, at Moor Park, and 
William III., who was a constant visit¬ 
or to tin* place, is on record as having 
n one occasion amused himself there* 1 
’•y teaching Swift how to cut aspara- 
us in true Dutch fashion Ne }ir hv is 
Waverlev Abbey from which Sir Wal¬ 


ter Scott took the name now principal¬ 
ly associated with his Waverley nov Is. 

Then, again, there is the celebrated 
naturalist, Charles Waterton, who, 
dying in 1865, contributed mo:e thin 
any other Englishman to make his 
countrymen and Europe generally ac¬ 
quainted with the natural history of 
the United States and Canada. He 
was buried, according to his testa¬ 
mentary directions, iretween two old 
favorite oak trees In Wirtton Park, his 
ancestral home in Yorkshire. The spot 
was specially consecrated by a priest 
of the Roman Catholic church, In which 
Waterton died, declaring that he would 
rather run the risk of going to hell 
with E<1 ward the Confessor, the Ven¬ 
erable Rede, and St. Thomas a Becket 
of Canterbury, than make a dash for 
heaven in company with Henry VIII.. 
the Virgin Queen, and Dutch William. 

I also remember reading of the widow 
of a Cromwellian soldier, named Tay¬ 
lor. who was buried m the garden of 
her house at Brlgg. in Lincolnshire, 
standing upright, side by side with her 
husband and daughter, in like fashion. 

On this side of the Atlantic I know 
of but two Instancea of the kind. The 
first one Is in the Westchester country 
place of the widowed Mrs. Whltelaw 
Reid, who, like her husband before her, 
preserves with pious care the little 
mausoleum within her domain, con¬ 
taining the remains of the former own¬ 
ers of the place, namely, the Halllday 
family. There is also In the grounds 
of one of the finest old mansions of 
Staten Island, right under the draw¬ 
ing-room windows, the tomb of the 
much-loved daughter of the_proprietor. 

Just before It declared war on Rervia, 
the Austrian government seized for 
unpaid taxes, to the tune of over 100,000 
crowns, a number of belongings of 
Prince Bluehor. in his Silesian chateau 
of Radun. The objects thus levied 
upon include a number of things* In¬ 
herited from his great-grandfather, the 
famous Marshal von Blucher, popu¬ 
larly known In Prussia as "Old Mar¬ 
shal Vorwaerts,’’ the hero of the Ger¬ 
man war of liberation of a hundred 
years ago. Among them was the travel¬ 
ing carriage of Napoleon, and which 
was captured at the battle of“ Water¬ 
loo by a detachment of Prussian 
cavalry under the command of Major 
von Keller, immediately after It had 
been hurriedly abandoned by Na|»oleon, 
just in timp to escape being taken 
prisoner. 

The contents of the carriage included 
u sword enriched with diamonds, one 
of the emperor’s overcoats, with a 
large quantity of unmounted diamonds 
in its pockets, to the tune of several 
millions of dollars; some very valuable 
papers and a superb agrafe or brooch 
of large Brazilian diamonds, which Na¬ 
poleon occasionally wore on his 
chapeau, for the purpose of fastening 
the tricolor cockade. Everything was 
turned over to King Frederick William 
III. of Prussia, who retained possession 
of the sword, the papers and all the 
diamonds, the latter now constituting 
the finest necklace worn by th*- German 
empress on state occasions; while he 
present'd the traveling carriage as a 
mento to Field-Marshal Blucher. 
who was associated with the Duke of 
Wellington In the victory of Waterloo. 

Many visitors from these shores to 
London will recall seeing there at the 
Tussaud celebrated waxwork exhibi¬ 
tion in Baker street a carriage which 
purports to he the 1 traveling coach of 
Napoleon, captured at the battle of 
Waterloo. The real carriage is In the 
possession of the present head of the 
house of Blucher, namely, Prince Geh- 
hard, or. rather was until it was seized 
by Austrian treasury officials nt Trap- 
!»au for nonpayment of taxes by the 
prince. Probably he will redeem It, as 
he did some ten or fifteen years ago. 
wh»*n it was seized by the Prussian 
authorities at his Prussian chateau of 
Krieblowitz. for an unsatisfied Judg¬ 
ment obtained against him .from tlie 
Prussian tribunals liy his two sons, the 
Counts Gustav and Gebhard Blucher 
The prince, who Is In had odor, both Ln 
Germany and Austria, makes his home 
entirely in England, and In the Chan¬ 
nel islands, where he owns the island 
of Herm. within sight of the coast of 
France

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HUMAN PROCESSION 


Lieut.-Gen. Nelson Appleton Miles 
was born in Westminster. Mass.. Au¬ 
gust 8, 1839. Just three-quarters of a 
•entury ago to-day He began his 
areer in the prosaic atmosphere of a 
Boston store, where he was a clerk at 
■i salary of $5 per week. 

On the outbreak of the war between 
•he states the young clerk, true to the 

• radltions of the old colonial family 
rom which he sprang, lost no time in 
nlisting in the army for the defence 

• f his flag. 

When the struggle was over young 
Miles derided to continue his military 

• areer, and entered the regular army of 
'he United States as a colonel. In 1868 
lie married Mary Hoyt Sherman, 

• laughter of (Jen. William T. Sherman. 
\ little later he was sent west and took 
i art in a number of campaigns against 

he hostile redskins, notably those 

• gainst the savage armies of Sitting 
Bull, Crazy Horse, Chief Joseph, Nat- 

hez and the bloodthirsty Geronimo. 

In hia recently published memoirs, 

• len. Miles says of Geronimo and Nqt- 
hez: 

"There has seldom appeared a more 
ruthless marauder than Geronimo. He 
lad tlie most determined face and 
deroing eye that I have ever seen. 
Natchez was the hereditary chief of 
he Apaches, a tall, slender young war- 
ior, whose dignity and grace of move¬ 
ment would become any prince.” 

Gen. Miles finds the "real Ameri- 
ans" on the Pacific coast. 

"Tiie people of that part of the coun¬ 
try," he writes, "are very little under- 
tood. There we fine the true AniCrl- 
an enterprise and independence. The 
doneors who first went to that re¬ 
note region were a resolute body of 


men and women, and the generation 
that has grown up there? are well edu¬ 
cated. intelligent and patriotic." 

Although lie fought the Indians and 
reduced them to subjection to th? 
great white father at Washington, 
Gen. Mile# admits that the redskins 
have been the victims of many injus¬ 
tices at the hands of the conquering 
palefaces. Of his war against Chief 
Joseph and tlie Nez Perces, Gen Miles 
says: 

"Another cruel injustice was to he 
enacted. It would require a volume to 
record the history of tlie Nt z Perce 
Indians, their loyalty to the govern¬ 
ment, their hospitality and kindness 
to the Lewis and Clark expedition In 
1804, and their truthful boast that no 
white man had ever been killed by a 
Nez Perce. Long before 1877 the gov¬ 
ernment ha/I, for certain considera¬ 
tions, granted them a reservation. 
They prized this little section of their 
native land more than all other earth¬ 
ly possessions. The solemn .injunction 
of Chief Joseph's father to him was 
never to give up the valley where his 
ashes were lo rest. Yet the greed of 
the white race was too strong to per¬ 
mit the Nez Perces to retain the Wal¬ 
lowa valley, their most cherished 
home.”

Another shorter article also printed 
in both languages deals with the duty 
of Germans In Canada during the 
universal call to arms which has been 
sent forth by the nations. It also Is 
. Interesting. 

"To the Germans, the Austrians and 
the Hungarians In Canada: 

"The war In Europe In Its present 
extension and as it may develop ac¬ 
cording to tlje different alliances of 
the European countries, will put many 
Germans, Austrians and Hungarians 
in Canada, who are able to take part 
in active military service, face to face 
with the question, what they are go¬ 
ing to do in view of this event. 

"As far as they are still subjects of 
iheir countries of origin. It is a matter 
of course that they will have to obey 
the call to the arms and even such 
subjects of the German empire, of 
Austria and of Hungary, who are not 
compelled to serve in the army, may 
volunteer to serve their countries 
without violating any of their duties 
towards Canada. 

"Those, however, who have severed 
their allegiance to the old countries 
and have become naturalized citizens 
of Canada, are rn duty and honor 
bound to side with their adopted fath¬ 
erland, 1. a., with Canada and the Bri¬ 
tish empire respectively."

PREMIER ADDRESSES 
NEW CAVALRY CORPS 


British Columbia Horse Held 
Parade Last Night at Grand 
Trunk Wharf 


The official announcement of the 
recognition of the Victoria squadron of 
the British Columbia horse was made 
last night at the G. T. P. dock by Dr. 
(Major) W. Bapty before a large com¬ 
pany which had assembled to see the 
first parade of the company. Sir Rich 
urd McBride was present and address¬ 
ed the assembly, but unfortunately the 
large attendance of men and the scan¬ 
tiness of the floor space mode it Im¬ 
possible for the public to gain admis¬ 
sion until after the premier had left 
to attend another meeting at the Royal 
Victoria theatre. 

The premier startled his audience 
somewhat with the* declaration that 
"never before have the records of our 
empire made mention of such a war 
as that which now confronts the Brit¬ 
ish people." It Is, therefore, of neces¬ 
sity, he said, a time when we. If we 
propose to live up to the traditions 
of our race and show ourselves worthy 
of our nationality, to support our prin¬ 
ciples, not by our words, but by our 
actions. 

i "Canada," he declared, "will not be 
behind any of the dominions In her 
loyalty to the principles which have 
made our empire great. 
y "This Is a war," the premier went 
on to say. "to presene the liberties 
handed down to us by our fathers, and 
we enter upon it with the satisfaction 
of knowing that ve did not ourselves 
provoke it. No one can lay that to 
our charge, but, on the contrary, the 
war has been forced upon us to pro¬ 
tect our honor and our good faith. We 
cherish this as amongst the most valu¬ 
able of our heritage and of our posses¬ 
sions. 

"Great Britain is fighting for what 
Is fair, for what is 'humane* in fact, 
the very opposite of the treatment be¬ 
ing now accorded to Belgium, our ally. 

"Major Bapty Informs us that you 
are all ready to go to the front. It 
may be that, within the next few 
months, you may have to go. If you 
do, remember that the eyes of all Cart- 
ada and especially the eyes of Victori¬ 
ans will be upon you. They will watch 
what,, you do with the keenesf interest, 
ajid you may have the chance to add 
to the lustre Canadians have already 
made by their devotion to the cause 
of empire. While we may not have 
conscription, I make bold to say that 
if a million people were needed from 
Canada at the present time they would 
no* be found wanting. Trained men 
and the best, equal to any who could 
be mustered into the field by the Ger¬ 
man emperor." 

Sir Richard also promised to wire 
ihe acceptance of the volunteers for 
duty to the minister of militia at Otta¬ 
wa, and to communicate the reply to 
the commanding officer of the squad¬ 
ron as soon as it is received.
